The death of Mi, Ezra Sherick 
on Feb. 1, 1956 at the age of 82 years, 
saw the passing of another loyul 
pioneer and one of the earlier set-

COYOTES AND RABIES: Ac- 
cording to Dr. E. E. Ballantyne, Di- 
rector of Alberta's Veterinary Ser- 
vices and Chairman of the Centra! 
Rabies Control Committee, the rabie- 
situation in 1955 is very encouran- 
ing. Most of the cases occurred in 
the Peace River Block and a few 
Northwest of Barrhead, Dr, Ballan- 
tyne advises that only two cases of 
rabies were diagnosed from August 
Ist to December 3ist. A hog was 
positive at the end of August and 
early in December a cow was positive. 
Both were in the Peace River Block 
Out of over 50 cases »*xaniined in 
1955, 20 were coyotes. These coyote. 
bit 18 dogs. 1 cat, 9 cattle, 3 horses, 
5 sheep, 14 hogs and chased 2 men. 
Of the positive domestic animals ex- 
amined, 2 cattle and 7 hogs are 
known to have been bitten by coyotes. 
Dr. Ballantyne points out this fur- 
ther emphasizes the necessity of 
keeping the coyote population at a 
low level to prevent the developmen: 
of an epidemic. In the agricultural 
areas of the province approximately 
80,000 coyotes were destroyed in 1955 
through the coyote contro] program. 
lhe Federal Health of Animals Divi- 
sion again vaccinated all dogs north 
of the 55th parallel.

Notes From D.A.

Field investigations and experi- 
mental feeding trials to determine 
the poisoning danger to cattle from 
oil wel] locations have been carried 
out Lead. crude oi] and certain 
components of drilling mud are often 
toxic. Lead poisoning is the one ol 
most significance. 

The jead originated with paint 
cans left at drilling sites. With dril- 
ling crews in most cases co-operating 
well in cleaning up such paint Cans, 
the cases of poisoning now are quite 
rare. 

Oil itself has caused very few cases 
of poisoning but if the animals do 
get enough it can upset the bacteria 
levels in the stomach and the ani- 
mals will suffer. 

However cattle do die from iead 
poisoning every year and in many 
cases it is due to paint cans left about 
the farmstead by the farmers tirem- 
selves. Another source of poisoning 
is old discarded batteries, such mut- 
erials should be discarded where ani- 
mals cannot get to them. 

The danger is great at this time 
of the year, often cattle have been 
on long periods of feeding, with the 
arrival of warmer weather they roam 
about and get into these cans, pails. 
and refuge piles, If a mineral defie 
ciency is present in the ration cattle 
will develop depraved appetites and 
can be observed chewing on all sorte 
of objects such as boxes, paint cans 
or old batteries, 

It must be remembered old well 
sites, refuge piles, paint cans are & 
potential danger and should be treat- 
ed as such.

World trade as a whole will, in the 
next ten or twenty years. rise far 
above the all-time record established 
in recent years but world trade in 
farm products which, since Worid 
War II, has lagged behind trade in 
‘non-farm products, will continue to 
lag behind. This opinion was ex- 
pressed by L. A. Wheeler, consultant 
of the International Federation of 
Agricultural Producers, when the 
annual meeting of the Canadian 


Federation of Agriculture last week. | 


Despite the failure of the agricul- 


tural trade to keep ace, he said, the 


future was not oleuk for in the last 
analysis the farmer's prosperity de- 


pends on the prosperity of other! 


segments of the population. 

Dr. Wheeler suggested two main 
reasons why the outlook for trade in 
farm products Was less promising 
than that for trade in general, Tie 
first is that the world's agricultural 
resources, both physical and human, 
are more evenly distributed among 
the nations of the world than are 
the resources for non-agricultral 
production, The soil is the basis for 
agricultral production and all na- 
tions have soil. Furthermore. new 
techniques are making it possible 
for countries to greatly expand their 
production, Secondly, said Dr. 
Wheeler, national governments were 
intervening on behalf of their pro- 
ducers to see that they get reasonable 
returns for their efforts. As @ re- 
‘sult, trade in farm products is smal- 
ler than in the absence of such in- 
ter vention. 


Dr. Wheeler's predictions for food 


und grains and livestock were briefly | 


as follows: 


Good grains — mainly wheat and | 
rice, constituting the most impor- 


tant group of agricultral products 
moving in world trade, Wheat is 
three times as important as rice. 
Total world trade in wheat in the 
years since World War II has been 
the largest in history — in the neigh- 
borhood of 900 million bushels per 
year, It is not likely that this trade 
wil] increase beyond this level dur- 
ing the next ten or twenty years. It 
is much more likely to decline — 
but not to the level of pre-World 
War II trade of 500 million bushels. 
Imports of the big three — United 
Kingdom. Western Germany and 
Japan — may go higher but the pro- 
spects of opening up substantial and 
dependable markets in other areas 
are not good mainly because of the 
wide distribution of resources for 
wheat production and national go- 
vernment policies designed to make 
use of these resources, Canada, he 
predicted, although it has tempor- 
arily lost first place, would continue 
over the years to be the world’s lar- 
gest exporter. It has the resources 
to produce the kind of hard, high 
protein wheat that many importing 
countries must have and it has an 
effective system for export market- 
ing. 

Feed grains and concentrates -— 
Feed grain exports are likely to be 
below prewar levels but the market 
for concentrates such as oilseed, cake 
and meal is likely to expand. 

Livestock and meat — Internation- 
al trade in live animals is likely to 
continue to forge ahead, mainly be- 
tween neighborng countries euch as 
Canada and the United States, but 
trade in meat is not likely to rise.
